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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Board and Citizens: 


As the School Board is not writing a report this year 
it seems necessary for the Superintendent to devote some 
time, as he did last year, to the finances of the district. 
Last year the abandonment of the cadet system and em- 
ploying higher salaried teachers, this year the opening of 
a fourth school, were responsible for an increased budget. 
The need for a deficiency appropriation has been twice 
avoided by a most timely advance from the state. It now 
appears that the funds available will pay all bills for the 
balance of the school year. 

The printed report this year contains a more detailed 
statement than formerly of the amounts needed for the 
coming year. At present it looks as if one of the small 
schools would be closed next year and estimates include 
less for teachers’ salaries and more for transportation. 

It is, of course, difficult to be sure at this time how many 
pupils will be in high school next year, but our best judg- 
ment indictaes that it is not safe to plan on less than 
seventeen. 

The estimates provide for an increase of $600.00 for 
high school tuition, $50.00 for repairs, $50.00 for admin- 
istration, $100.00 for instruction in music, and $72.00 for 
elementary school tuition. 

The membership of the Mills Schools, opened in Sep- 
tember, has varied from twelve to eight, its present num- 
ber. The highest number at Smith’s Corner has been eight 
and the lowest six. 

To estimate costs a year and a half in advance, school 
officials need the ability of prophets. Lacking this they 
are forced to make as good guesses as possible. Our 
budget is based on the guess that there will be about twelve 
pupils in the Mills neighborhood next year and five at 
Smith’s Corner and that the Smith’s Corner school will 
be closed.

The toilets at the Heights School are in such an un- 
sanitary condition that they must be improved as soon as 
possible. The estimate of $150.00 for this purpose is 
made, planning to put in the regular iron cylindrical tanks 
made for this purpose, and which have proved their value, 
in place of the cement vaults put in as an experiment. 
The condition of the Smith’s Corner toilet is as bad as at 
the Heights, and must be improved, if the school is to be 
opened next year. 

We were unable to retain two of our last year’s teach- 
ers. Their places have been filled with two other Normal 
School graduates, one from Plymouth and one from Keene. 

A new set of maps has been placed in the Heights 
School. The South Road School should. have a set next 
year. 

As I scan the list of Salisbury children now in high 
school and add the names of those who will enter next 
year; as | consider the possibility that the Old Turnpike 
will soon become a good, much used thoroughfare, I am 
wondering if Salisbury will not soon take the attitude of 
the school teacher and all others dealing with children, ex- 
pecting that the future will produce another as worthy as 
Daniel Webster and that material as well as intellectual 
and spiritual values will increase. 

It is entirely outside the province of the Superintendent 
to influence the selection of members of the School Board 
under which he works. I trust, however, that you will 
not consider it improper for me to state an obvious fact, 
that your habit of changing Board Members as frequently 
as possible makes it most difficult for the Board to follow 
any continuous policy of progressive improvement.
